THE ISLE OF THANET ELECTION. 

The center of interest, however, is not the 
House of Commons but the Isle of Thanet, 
where the election took place yesterday with 
a result not yet known. The constituency in- 
cludes two popular cockney seaside resorts, 
Margate and Ramsgate, and some small sur- 
rounding towns, All thatis certain at pres- 
ent is that the Tory, even if elected, will have 
a majority reduced from 2,088to some hun- 
dreds. The fact that the poll was much 
heavier yesterday than in the two last elec- 
tions ig favorable to the chances of the Liberal 
candidate. As is notorious many Liberals ze 
fused to vote before. 

.. . DEPLORABLE STATE OF THINGS. 

The trial ef the turf iibel action which 
ended yesterday, after occupying the time of 
the Lord Chief Justice of England nine days, 
in a verdict forthe aggrieved jockey, Wood, 
with merely contemptuous damages, revealed 
a deplorable state of thingMM racing circles.

Two Mectings of the City Council at Which 
Unusual Tactics Were Resorted to by the 
Democratic Members—Progress of the 
Poli-Book Junk Bill in the Assembly— 
Meeting of the Jackson Club—Ratifica- 
tion Gatherings—Political Notes. 


The Democratic City Committes will moet 


July 5 to consider Récorder Williams’ propo- 
sition for the conductof the primaries. Mr. 
Chas. B. Stark, the attorney for the commit- 
tee, to-day said that he had received the Re- 
border 's reply and would lay it before the 
committee at the next meeting. 
say whether he would present any suggestions 
as to the committee’s action on the communi- 
cation. 

In the meantime other methods of aceom - 
plishing the end will be considered. One of 
these was considered in the Council this 
morning when the unfinished business of last 
night was taken up. Some time 
ago Counciiman Bell, in behalf of 


the Democratic City Committee, intro- 
duced a bill of the following provisions: 

Whenever there shall remain or be in tho 
oftice of Recorder of Voters after any election 
more than five printed copies of the last regis- 
tration lists, communly called poll-books, for 
uli the voting precingts in the City of St. 
Louis, which shall not have been used by the 
judges and clerks of election, such number 
above five copies of such books shall be 
deemed and held to be surplus and useless 
prop and shall be subject to sale as pro- 
vided by sections 2 and 3 of this ordinance. 

Section 2 ordains that whenever the Central 
Committee of any political party shall apply 
to the Commissioner of Supplies for the pur- 
chase of the 1 of the printed poll. 
books he shall invite bids such Central 
Committee and the Central Committees of all 
other parties, and shall sell to the highest 
bidder, subject to the approval of the Mayor, 
one of the surplus copies. Incase of two or 
more bids for the surplus copy and the sale 
of the same to the highest bidder shall be ap- 
proved by the Mayor, then the Commdéssioner 
of Supplies shall also sell other copies of the 
books without turther bids to the other Cen- 
tral Committees bidding therefor for the same 
amount as paid by the highest bidder; pro- 
vided that-not more than one copy of the 
books for each precinct shall be sold to the 
same committee atthe same time and pro- 
vided that not less than five copies shall re- 
main in the possession of the order. 

It was put ugon its passage last nightin the 
Council and sed, Mr. Comfort voting for 
the sale of the books in order to qualify him- 
self to move a reconsideration of the vote sub- 
sequently. Before he succeeded in giv- 
ing notice, Mr. Duross withdrew 
from the meeting and the Council was 
left without a quorum. Some time was spent 
in trying to get the members back to their 
seats, but the Democrats dispersed — 
that the Republicans might secure enou 
strength to have it reconsidered, and the 
Vouncil adjourned until 10 a. m. to-day. 

When eight members met to-day with 
Messrs. Vogel and Comfort represent 
ing the Republicans, Vice-President 
Biakeley directed attention to the 
motion to reconsider, which broke up 
last evening’s meeting. Messrs. O'Malley 
and Bell started On the mover, who escaped 
by hurriedly withdrawing the motion to re- 
consider the vote by which the juak- 
selling bill had passed. Councilman 
August Frank then g clinched the 
victory for the Democrats by moving 
the reconsideration of the vote to table the 
motion. Asit will now require a two-third 
vote the Republicans have given up the fight. 
The bill was given its first reading in the 
House of Delegates last evening.

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AMERICAN HUNTING DOGS. 


How They Are Superseding the English on 
the Scotch Moors, 


„Few people appreciate, said John B. 
Allinger of Waterlo, IL, ‘‘thet in the West- 
ern part of this country the best breed of 
pointer dogs to be found in the world exists. 
Ido not mean tocompare our best hunting 
dogs to those to befound in England, as in 
the latter country they have animals 
which would entirely defeat ours in field 


trials. But nearly all their crack dogs are set- 
ters, and while we could make a respectable 
showing in England, their prize takers would 
be utterly helpless if pitt ninat our best 
dogs on thelr own ground. The reason of this 
is that, owing to the lack of water and the 
prevalence of burrs on our best hunting 
grounds, the intelligent, but déli- 
cate and long-haired setter has 
been replaced y the stronger and 
hardier pointer, and we have raised a breed 
of dogs which in the qualities of general use 
fulness are second to none inthe world. Our 
Illinois dogs, which are r the best 
in the country, have justly earned a reputa- 
tion for endurance, scent and skill which has 
caused the attention of the entire sporting 
world to be directed toward them, and within 
the last four years several hundred have 
been exported to Great Britain. One of the 
best-abused Americans that now lives was the 
cause of the recognition ofthe superiority of 
our pointers, Mr. Ross Winans. His deer 
forest in Scotland and the manner in which 
he has managed it have been sufficiently ad- 
vertised, but on his grouse moors he has 
made the reputation of our American bunt- 
ing dogs. He had half a dezen point- 
ers from Illinois, and the manner in 
which they wearied out three or four different 
sets of English dogs in aday’s work opened 
the eyes of the British sportsmen and caused 
them to doubt the reliability of the short ficld 
trials, which had previously been regarded as 
conclusive. In the small, well-watered, well- 
kept English coverts, where the game 
lies close, the thoroughiy trained En- 
glish and Irish setters can more than hold 
theirown, but on the barren Scotch moors, 
against the wild, Dlack game, they quickly 
gave in and were useless utter an hour or two, 
while the American dogs were as fresh as 
ever. The consequence is that the exporta- 
tion of blooded dogs has during the last year 
equaled or even exceeded their importation, 
and that the indications are that within afew 
years the American poluter will entirely re- 
place the Knglish setter. I make a business 
of breeding dogs, and within the last eight 
months have sold more than thirty to Engiish 
purchasers, and some other dog fanciers have 
done even better. From what I have seen I 
should say that over onethousand American 
dogs are nowon the Seotch moors, and the 
number is monthly increasing.

JUDGE LUBKE DISPOSES OF A SOUTH KN 
ALLEGED NUISANCE CASE. i 


Wendel-Stupp Injunctn and Damage 


t Dismissed To-Day--An Interesting | 


Controversy Arising From a Machise⸗ 
Shop A@joining a Dweltiig—Points for 
Business Men — Assignments for the 
Benefit of Creditors—New Suits Entered 
in the Circuit Court. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision in 
a South End nuisance case, Peter Wendel vs, 
George Julius and Peter Stupp. The court 
dismisses the bill. This was a suit both at 
law and in equity for damages aud for an 
injunction to restrain what the plaintiff 
claimed to be a nuisance. He resides on 
Seventh street, between Shenandoah 
and Lami streets, and the Stu 
Brothers own the premises immed 
north of plaintiff’s property. Upon the corner 
of the Stupp lot at Seventh and Shenandoah, 
they erected and operated a brick-machine 
shop. On the western pattof the lot they had 
astable and onthe southern portion next to 
the plaintiff's house they had ‘a * frame 
shed partly open, in Which they 
Placed a small Sta- horse-power engine, 
operating a punching and riveting machine 
und eight-inch shears for cutting sheet-fron 
used for bridge building. In November, 1886, 
the plaintiff instituted a similar suit in the 
Circuit Court and a decree was rendered de- 
nying the Injunction but awarding i da 
ages because the steam-escape pipe extending 
above the Stupp shed was not run up high 
enough, 

In the second suit the plaintiff complained 
that in the operation of the engine the defen- 
datits caused the water from the condensed 
steam to be thrown upon their premises and 
against the north wall of the plaintifi’s 
dwelling in such a way as to percolate to the 
foundations. It was aleo alleged that the 
operation of the machinery created great and 
unbearable noises and disturbed and annoyed 
the plaintiff's family, and injured the 
health of the family and the ten- 
ants. It was also allezed that 
the operation of the machinery shook the 
walls of the plaintiff's dwelling, injuring the 
house and the furniture. The plaintiff stated 
that he oe not sell the 2 exeept at 
a loss of $2,000; that he had lost tenants, and 
that he would be ruined unless the defendants | Prone 
were restrained from operating their ma- 
chinery and using the pares Damages in 
the sum of were aske 

The court found difficulty in analysing the 
proofupon the proposition of nuisance or 
no nuisance. The Court of Appeals has held 
that trades and manufactures must necessari- 
ly be carried on in a large city, and this an- 
not be done @thout some inconvenience to 
residents of particular localities, and It 
is not a slight annoyance whieh 
cah give no serious inconvenience except to 
whimsical persons that will constitute ground 
for damages asa nuisance, though such an- 
noyance may unavoidably accoinpany the 
business and may injure the rental value of 
adjoining property for residence pur 8 It 
the alleged nuisance consisted 9 · 
thing which produced purely personal anndy - 
ance it will not offend against the law 
or violate private right uniess beyond fair 
controversy it can be regarded as unreason- 
able. Ifthe injury is slight or the mconven- 
lence consistent wit . and not in 
excess of that err oduced by the 
careful prosecution of a lawn usiness, the 
charge ofa nuisance is sooty ——.— The 
locality is largely given to business purposes 
and no one but the plaintiff ente a com · 
plaint. The evidence did not preponderate to 
show that the noises made by the machinery 
sensibly affected the comfort of the plaintiff's 
family and his tenants. 

The court was asked to solve the proposi- 
tion by resorting to scientific writings on the 
laws of sound, and to take into consideration 
the principles ‘of the telephone. When wit- 
nesses otherwise credible 8 testity to 
actual observations made their testimony can- 
not be set aside because of the views of scion: 
tific writers. The case is dismissed.

IN BENNET’S FAVOR, 


Referee J. 8. Sheppard Decides the Revolver 
Match Against Paine, 


From the Boston Herald. 

Yesterday, at Temple Court, Beekman 
street, New York, the parties tothe dispute 
inthe pistol shooting match between Paine 
and Bennett, held a meeting in Mr. J. 8. 
Sheppara’s oifice, and both sides, together 
with Mr. M. W. Bull, were fully heard on the 
matter. The final referee took the case under 
advisement, and both sides then and there 


agreed to abide by his decision. He refused 
to inform the parties to the dispute what his 
decision would be, but stated to them that he 
would forward it to the Boston Herald at the 
earliest moment. Last night the following 
telegram was received from Mr. J. S. Shep- 
pard, Secretary of the National Association, 
giving his official decision: 


To the Editor of the New York Herald: 


Have decided match in favor of Bennet. Full 
statement by mail to-n bat 
JOHN 8. SHEPPARD. 
New York, June 26, 1888. 


It is to be regretted that Mr. Bennett's 
friends saw fit to attach the stakes held by the 
Herald, as, by the articies,the Herald was 
bound to pay them over to the party decided 
on by Mr. J. S. Sheppard unless one side or 
the other had 7 evented the payment by legal 
process, and this neither side could afford to 
do with credit to themselves. Such an act 
would have been unsportsmanlike and actions 
of this kind are universaily condemned by 
true sportsmen. 

This much is certain, Mr. Paine took long 
chances after shooting three days without a 
formal protest, and his action certainly was a 
waiver of his right. Had he disputed the 
sight at the beginning and also the rule des- 
ignating the time for each shot after the sec- 
ond shot was fired, his position would have 
been stronger than it was at the be inning of 
the fourth day, after he had fired shots, 
with a lead in bis favor. Certainly where one 
performs half of a match without objecting 
itis a fair presumption that all rights to pro- 
test are waived by him. 

Chevalier Paine says that he will not object 
to the payment ofstakes after the final ref- 
erce’s decision is made, and, this being so, all 
thas now needs be done is for the ennett 
party to withdraw their attachment and re- 
ceivethe money. In regard to Mr. M. W. 
Bull, who acted more as judge than referee, 
itis almost certain that he did not read the 
articles before he consented to act, for had he 
seen the clause that, though referee, his de- 
cisions would hot be final, some of nis friends 
claim that he would not have acted. In the 
dispute over the match Mr. Bull’s aecisions 
have been sustained. He should have had 
final powers in the first place.
